The Potsdam conference is thus 
regarded in Washington as bearing 
the same relationship to the Peace 
Conference -that Dumbarton Oaks 
bore to San Francisco. The world 
peace settlement, like the United 
Nations security organisation, will 
be built round the keystone of 
unanimity of the Great Powers, 

Three subjects which, accordin 
to ‘U.S. proposals, will be disc 
at the World Peace Conference will 
provide the backbone of the long- 
term sections of the Berlin agenda. 
The first of these is the settlement, 
or confirmation of the settlement, of 
some thirty. bound disputes in 
Europe, and also of claims on slices 
of German. territory by Holland, 


Belgium, France, Czechoslovakia 
and Poland, and on Italian territory 
} by France and Yugo-Slayia. 

Only. the  brogd outlines of 
European. territorial settlement and 
the most urgent and difficult. pro- 
blems are expected to be thrashed 
out by the “Big Three” at this 
first meeting. Actual settlement on 
most of the issues is a sona: to be 
reached before the World - Peace 
Conference meets by further “ Big 
Three” corisultations. and the 
negotiation of treaties between the 
States concerned defining boun- 
daries, and, in the case of. Axis 
satellites, fixing reparations. 

The second subject on which 
Churchill, Stalin and Truman are 
expected to reach unanimity is the 
political, economic and “military 
settlement to be imposed on -enemy 
States. : 

The third ‘broad issue to be dis- 
cussed is the future of the “Axis 
colonies, Italian and Japanese. M. 
Molotov, the Soviet Foreign Cém- 
missar, is believed to have discussed

3,000 Tons of Fire Bombs on Japan

WAR PLANTS BLASTED 
' BY 550 BOMBERS 


- FORCE of between 500 and 550 


Super-Fortresses yesterday 


dropped more than 3,000 tons of incendiary and explosive 


bombs on Japanese cities. 


' This assault brought the total 
to 38. 


The attacks, which ranged over 
Honshu and Shikoko, were concen- 
trated on the munitions centre of 
Ichinomiya, nine miles north-west of 
Nagoya, and: Tsuruga, in the west 
central get of Honshu. 

Incendiaries were dropped on the 
cities and demolition bombs on the 
Kawasaki leum centre on a re- 
claimed island in Tokyo Bay. 

More than 200 planes from an 
Allied naval task force in the Bay 
of aim! have struck a heavy gn 
at Japanese positions on e 
northern tip of Sumatra, 700 miles 
north-west of Singapore, according 
to Tokyo. 

Two carriers formed the main- 
stay of the Sumatra task force, the 
report said, and there were indica- 
tions that the Allies planned to land 
on the Nicobar -Islahds, less than 
150 miles north of Sumatra. 

MECS; in this area, states 
Reuter, would carry the Allies even 
nearer to Singapore than they now 
are in Sarawak, and would mean 
the creation of a great pincer threat 
to Malaya which could be developed 
by simultaneous advances down the 
north-east coast of Sumatra and the 
north-west coast of Sarawak.
